The motion of the city is de-

The present respondents may have 
10 days from the notice of entry 
of the order on this motion to an- 
swer the allegations of fact in the 
petition. 
Proceedings in respect 


of the added parties Will be gov- 
erned by the pertinent provisions 
of the statute," Justice Bergan 
states in his memorandum. 


Some time ago application was 


made for appointment of a com- 
mission to hear claims. Among 
them were several claims of the 
railroad which alleged damage to 
the right of way by reason of 
damage done through injectment 
of Gilboa reservoir waters into the 
Esopus creek at Shandaken.

The navy, which has authority 


under a 1938 bill to build three 
new battleships, is asking con- 
gress now for funds to start work 
on two of them. 


The White House said the Presi- 


dent gave authority for the 45,000 
ton ships, largest ever to be con- 
structed by the United States, to 
Admiral William D. Leahy, chief 
of naval operations, about two 
months ago.

formation reached this country 
that certain other nations in- 
tended to build 45,000 ton capital 
ships. Under the 1938 construction 
act the President had the dis- 
cretionary power to meet any such 
tonnage.

Kausan Forces School Chum 
To Hold Gun in Bank Holdup 


Chanute, Kas., March 28 <£">.— 


City Attorney Joe Balch was 
"scared stiff" when his old school 
chum, John Thornburg, forced him 
to carry a sawed off shotgun 
while Thornburg held up the First 
National Bank with a dynamite 
bomb taped to his stomach. 


"I said to myself 'this man is 


certainly nuts'," Balch said today 
in telling how Thornburg made off 
with S4,860 in a stolen taxicab 
yesterday. 


Thornburg, 26-year-old former 


Chanute 
resident, 
was still at 


large today but was reported seen 
near Salina, Kas. Police had be- 
gun a wide search. 


Balch, B. S. Cofer, vice presi- 


dent of the bank, and Police Chief 
Lee Knapp all positively identified 
the holdup man as Thornburg. 


Thornburg came into Batch's 


office yesterday morning and plac- 
ed a paper sack on a desk. 


"He kept his left hand behind 


him," Balch said. "Suddenly he 


pulled out his left hand and let 
me see it. He had two little wires 
attached to it, one to the forefin- 
ger.and one to the thumb. 
" 'If I touch these together,1 he 


said, 'it will complete a circuit and 
blow the hell out of me, you and 
the building. Look'—and he pull- 
ed up his shirt and showed me the 
two sticks of dynamite and the 
caps and the battery taped over 
his abdomen. 
" 'You're going to help me rob 


the First National Bank,' he said. 
'Don't get to thinking this dyna- 
mite won't go off. Take a look at 
this percussion cap.' 


Thornburg 
opened 
his right 


hand and showed Balch an ex- 
ploded cap. He said he had tried 
the battery and wires out on it.

realized he was making no head- 
way.

Washington, March 28 <#>—The 


supreme court decision stripping 
state and federal employes of in- 
come tax immunity brought de- 
mands from senators today for 
legislation to prevent retroactive 
taxation of state.workers. 


It would be unfair, some sena- 


tors said, for the treasury to as- 
sert back claims against 2,600,000 
state and local employes. They 
said states could impose back 
taxes on the 1,200,000 
federal 


workers, but predicted this would 
not be done. 


The general expectation was 


that the first federal tax would 
be levied on the 1939 incomes of 
state employes. 


The 6 to 2 court ruling, handed 


down yesterday, supported Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's contention that 
an amendment to the constitu- 
tion was not necessary to permit 
the government and the states to 
tax each other's salaries. It re- 
versed opinions which had stood 
for more than half a century. 


Only On Own Workers 


Tn the past, the federal govern- 


ment lias imposed income taxes 
only on its own workers and 
states have taxed only state em- 
ployes. Officials said 33 states have 
income tax laws. 


Some legislators said the deci- 


sion undoubtedly would be broad- 
ened in a future case to lift tax 
exemptions from interest on state 
and federal bonds. 


"If you can tax the salaries, you 


can tax the securities," said Sena- 
tor Norris (Ind., Neb.). "I feel 
confident the court will so rule." 


Statistics gathered by Senator 


Brown (D., Mich.) showed that 
the federal government could col- 
lect about $16,000,000 in income 
taxes from state employes each 
year. State collections from fed- 
eral employes would depend on 
rates. 


Won't Affect Many 


The removal of immunity will 


not affect many federal and state 
workers, because their salaries arc 
less than the basic exemptions 
granted in tax laws. 
Officials 


believed, however, that aside from 
tiiese exceptions all persons on 
public payrolls would be affected, 
except 
possibly federal 
judges. 


Some authorities contended that 
the constitutional p r o v i s i o n 
against diminishing the salaries of 
judges would prevent their being 
taxed. 


A House-approved bill providing 


for reciprocal federal-state taxa- 
tion of employes' salaries is pend- 
ing before the Senate. It includes 
a section prohibiting retroactive 
taxation, but senators said yes- 
terday's court decision would keep 
this provision Jfrom binding the 
states.

Kingston now lias 319 streets and avenues 


with a combined mileage of Sy.845 miles, 
according to the records just compiled by the 
city engineer's ollicc in the city hall. 


The city's records likewise show that the 


city holds no deed to 226 streets, but as these 
streets have been used for fully half a cen- 
tury, and in many cases for over a century 
as streets, there is no question of title that 
can be raised. The records also show that 
there are 72.58 miles of sewer laid in the 
streets in Kingston. 


Abccl street with a length of 10,710 feet 


is the longest street in the city, with North 
street, 10,235 feet, in second place, and 
Broadway with 10,160 feet, in third position. 
The shortest street in the city is Canal street 
which extends the length of 95 feet. There 
are several other streets of slightly over a 
hundred feet in length. 


Lack of title to 226 of the o!9 streets in 


the city is shown in the records compiled a 
number of years ago by the late John T, 
Cummings, who served the city as city clerk 
for many years. Mr. Cummings listed all of 
the streets, then existing, into a book, and ] 
the history of each street slibwn is given as 
far as it could be traced. Lack of any deed is 
particularly true of the streets that were in 
use long before the villages of Kingston 
and Rondout were incorporated, and it is 
also true of many of the streets laid out and 
opened within the present half century. 


No record of deeds for Broadway, Abccl 


street, Hasbrouck avenue, Strand, Crown 
street, Hone street, Main street, Delaware 
avenue, Albany avenue, Ferry street, Wurts 
street, Pearl street, Hurley avenue, John 
street, Maiden Lane or North Front street, 
to mention a few widely scattered streets, is 
found. In the Ponckhockie section of the city 
the city holds no deed to Abruyn street, Wal- 
nut street, Grove street, Linclsley avenue and 
Sycamore street, to mention a few in that 
section of the city. There also are no deeds 
lor Pine Grove avenue and Foxhall avenue. 


The records in regard to Broadway show 


that in August of 1839, a survey was made 
from Albany avenue and Maiden Lane to the 
Strand by order of the commissioners of 
highway alter the street had been in use 
o\er twenty years. Broadway at one time 
was known as Union avenue. The records 
also show that Franklin street, known at one 
time as Bowery street, and changed to its 
present name on petition of its residents, 
never was deeded to the city. 


While it is true that the city holds no title 


lo 226 streets in the city, many of which have 
been in use for a century or more, and a 
still larger number for half a century, there 
is no question of title. 


It has generally been an accepted theory 


that when a map with a street laid out on it 
is filed it means that the street title becomes 
vested in the city even if no deed is held, and 
especially so when property is sold on it and 
houses erected. 


In the case of Broadway for example it 


\MDuld undoubtedly he a hopeless task to try 
and trace back the title to the original prop- 
erty owners. 


While the city docs nol hold deeds to the 


majority of its streets the streets will be 
found laid out on maps that were filed from 
time to time, and arc now a part of the city's 
records. Some of these maps show streets 
that were laid out and in use long before the 
village of Rondout was incorporated in 18-19 
or the village of Kingston in 1805. 


In late j cars the policy of the city govern- 


ment has been to accept no new streets unless 
a deed is filed. The deed is then referred to 
tho Common Council for acceptance or re- 
jection. For some years it has been cus- 
loinan lo accept no deed to any street that 
is nol at least 30 feet in width. This has been 
done to eliminate narrow streets, especially 
in new developments. 


FOREIGN HELIUM 


Germany, the world is informed, has found 


helium deposits at home. The precious, non- 
inflammable gas, which this country refused 
last year to sell-for use in the new German 
dirigible, may now be produced there in great 
enough quantity to make Germany indepen- 
dent, of outside supplies. 
; .It this is true, and if there is really a large 


supply available in Germany, the helium mo- 
nopoly formerly enjoyed by the United States 
is at an end. 


In this case, a new deposit of a natural re- 


source was sought and has been found. 
There are other cases, however, in which 
badly adjusted marketing conditions have in- 
duced one country to start manufacturing 
something another country formerly monop- 
olized, or to produce agricultural crops for 
which it formerly depended on another part 
of the world. 


Thus the United States has been trying to 


create for itself an independent supply of 
rubber. Cotton and wheat are now grown on 
an increasing scale in countries in which they 
were formerly negligible products. 
Instead 


of creating greater abundance of goods for 
all humanity, however, these developments 
create only more serious marketing problems 
and more cruel restraints on what ought to 
be beneficial trade. This is certainly a crazy 
world, or at least a crazy era. 


SPANISH MAVERICKS 


Spaniards are as great individualists as any 


in the world. 
That trait of the-Spanish 


character has been especially evident in Bar- 
celona. It was there that the strong anarch- 
ist movement developed, which Emma Gold- 
man described so joyfully in her American 
lecture tour three or four years ago. 


A normal American who visited Barcelona 


j just before the civil war says he found 
"ardent Communists, Trotskyisls, Anarchists 
Republicans, Left Republicans, Catalonian 
Separalionists and a dozen more gradations." 
They are hardly less varied in Madrid and 
other cities. 


He concludes that "it will be hard to regi- 


ment such a people under a Fascist program 
or other totalitarian regime." 


In such a chaotic situation there is, 


strangely enough, some ground for hope that 
Spain will emerge from her present struggle 
less enslaved by Fascism and less subject to 
foreign domination than Franco's " victory 
suggests. People who are so fiercely indi- 
vidualists that they will not let their own 
parties govern them will fiercely resent be- 
ing governed by, or for, alien meddlers.

No. 85—Andrew Harder 


Built during the Civil War, the 


"Andrew Harder," during her 31 
years of service, at one time or 
another claimed almost every port 
on the Hudson river as her home, 
and finally ended her days as a 
cattle boat in the service of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad when de- 
stroyed by fire. 


The wooden hull of the "Andrew 


Harder" was built by Lewis Min- 
ncrsly at New Baltimore, N. Y., in 
1863, and her engine was con- 
structed by Starbuck at Green 
, -Island, N. Y. Her hull was 182 
1 feet long, breadth of beam 30 feet 
two inches, depth of hold, eight 
feet, nine inches. Her gross ton- 
nage was rated at 700 with 586 as 
the net tonnage. 


The construction of the "An- 


drew Harder" was. peculiar to the 
methods 
employed during 
the 


period which included 1863. 
She 


was one of the few large freight 
and passenger propcllor vessels 
built for the Hudson river and her 
style closely resembled the freight 
and hay barges in use on the river 
with the superstructure open be- 
tween decks. Later she was in- 
closed to conform with later day 
ideas of steamboat construction 


Originally the "Andrew Harder" 


was built for the Stuyvesant and 
New York passenger and freight 
route—running on this route for 
several years. 
In 1872 through 


1874 she was in service between 
Calskill and New York in line 
with the steamboat "New Cham- 
pion"—running from pier 35, foot 
of Franklin street, New York city 
and landing at Cold Spring, Corn- 
wall. Rhinebcck, Tivoli, Smith's 
Dock, and Gcrmantown. 


In 187S the "Andrew Harder" 


was put on the Highland and New 
York route in opposition to the 
Poughkcepsie Transportation com- 
pany's vessels, the "Daniel S. Mil- 
ler" and the "John L. Hasbrouck." 
In the spring of 1880 the vessel 
was transferred to the Newburgh 
and New York route, and in 1881 
Homer 
Ramsdcll of 
Newburgh 


purchased the "Andrew Harder." 
rebuilt her, changed her name to 
the "Philip D. LeFever," and ran 
her for several years as a Satur- 
day night boat to New York city. 


In 1886 the "Philip D. LeFever" 


replaced 
the 
barge 
"Charles 


Spear" which had been placed in 
service in 1870, and on June 14 of 
the same year,, the new iron pro- 
pellor steamboat "Newburgh," re- 
placed the barge "Susquehanna." 
which had been built by Powell. 
Ramsdell and Company in 1851. 
The "Philip D. LeFever" and the 
"Newburgh" ran in line on the 
Newburgh-New York route until 
1887 when another new iron pro- 
peller steamboat, 
the 
"Homer 


Ramsdcll," replaced the "Philip !>• 
LeFever," which was then laid up 
and used only for a spare boat- 
Finally she was sold to New York 
parties. 


The new owners placed the 


"Philip D. LeFever" on the route 
between New York and Wilson's 
Point, Connecticut, running there 
for approximately two years when 
she was purchased by the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad Company an" 
converted into a cattle boat for 
transporting live stock from the 
company's stockyard* *t Jersey 
City to the New York slaughter- 
houses. The "Philip D. LeFever 
was used in this service until de- 
stroyed .by fire at Jersey City on 
July 23,1900.

Schneider said he had lived a 


model private and public life, but 
had been "attacked, criticized, 
stigmatized, pilloried!" 


"Men and women whom I have 


helped politically over a span of 
twenty years, thousands 
and 


thousands of 
them, helped in 


many ways—all I have done 
seemingly was to build up an 
army of ingrates," a statement 
announcing his resignation read. 


"I am not despondent, despite 


this tragic experience, but my 
energy and my talent will never 
again go in the direction of organ- 
ized professional machine poli- 
tics." 


Schneider said he would re- 


turn to his private law practice. 


He was an assistant state at- 


torney general when Dewey ac- 
cused nun of taking fees from 
"racketeers" as counsel for Mor- 
ris Goktis, defendant in a murder 
trial. Goldis was charged with 
slaying William Snyder. Team- 
sters' Union official, September 
12, 1934. 


Schneider replied that he had 


don* only his "sworn duty as an 
officer of the court" but resigned 
his post a month later on Novem- 
ber 3, 1937, after 
challenging 


Dewey to indict him.

DETROIT.—Plans for a 100-day 


expedition to photograph the "sunk- 
en city" of St. James, off the Island 
o£ St. Christopher, arc virtually 
complete. 


Robert Hall, 38-year-old Detroiter 


and wealthy soldier-oMortunc, 'will 
head a 25-man expedition to the 
coast of the Caribbean island. In- 
cluded in the party are professional 
men and four university students. 


Purpose of the Caribbean expedi- 


tion, according to Hall, is to photo- 
graph the ruins of the city of St. 
James, which was destroyed by vol- 
canic eruption in 1630 and has since 
defied photographers.

An illustration of the ratio of 


crimes committed among unsuper- 
vised ex-convicts and 
parolees 


was 
drawn by Mr. Locke. 
The 


Federal Department of Justice 
has estimated that there are 4,- 
300,000 criminals in the 
United 


States c o m m i t t i n g 1,300,000 
crimes annually, a ratio of one 
crime a year for each four men 
with a criminal record. In New 
York state, among 8,000 
state 


parolees only about 85 in 1938 
were convicted of new felonies f or 
which they receive new sentences 
to state prison. 
While other 


parolees commit lesser crimes 
than felonies, and convictions are 
always fewer than crimes com- 
mitted, nevertheless the 
ratio 


among parolees in New York 
state of crimes is much smaller 
than along the general criminal 
population. 


"Help to the parolees," Mr. 


Locke added, "is important in 
preventing them from returning 
to their criminal ways. Like all 
other human beings they need 
work and companionship. If they 
can't get it from the right kind 
of people, they will get it 
from 


the wrong kind of people." 


Appealing for work 
for ex- 


prisoners, Mr. Locke said, "Jobs 
for the man with criminal history 
are a practical precaution against 
a return to crime. If he is not 
working with you he will work 
dangerously against you. Keeping 
him down means a place for him 
in the underworld, the com- 
munity's greatest threat to its 
peace and happiness." 


No Applications 


There is no such thing as ap- 


plication for parole in New York 
state, Mr. Locke said. The parole 
staff studies the record and his- 
tory of each man in prison and 
reports arc taken on him from 
prison officials, including the psy- 
chiatrist and work director. On 
the basis of these records every 
man in prison is considered for 
parole alter he has served the 
legal minimum ordererj by the 
judge. Only the unanimous opinion 
of the three full time members 
of the parole board make parole 
possible. 


"If a machine were invented 


which would predict human be- 
havior. the inventor would be able 
to rule the world," Mr. Locke 
said. "Since we have instruments 
for detection of crime but no in- 
strument for prediction, mistakes 
are sometimes made. But remem- 
ber, when you arc reading about 
the parolees who fail, that they 
arc individuals among 8,000, and 
that the parole board can only let 
out the man on whom the court 
has set a minimum which is within 
his lifetime:"

All castanets are 
mate's: one is called the "papa" 
and the other thc "mama," He says 
he tried four months to learn to 
manipulate them; then gave" up in 
disgust 
"It is interesting to remember 


that to play castanets you also 
must learn how to move your arms 
gracefully, how to lend your body 
a rhythmic flow, how to tap the 
heels: how to use the face and eyes 
for expression."

Evidence That Norwegian! { 


Settled in New York 


State in 986.

Evidence of the "lost colony." 


which he believes numbered be- 
tween 3,000 and 4,000 men, women 
and children, is "plainly discerni- 
ble" throughout the length of the 
St. Lawrence river, Lake Ontario, 
northern and western New York. 


"In our early search for traces 


o£ the Greenlanders In America," 
Brewer said, "we have been misled 
through our expectation of finding; 
Fourteenth century Scandinavi«n 
examples of metal tnd ceramic 
work rather than 
the cruder 


Eskimo-like culture." 


Founding Set as 986. 


Brewer said the Norse colony was 


founded on the west coast of Green- 
land by,Eric the Red in S8S and 
was visited by ships from Iceland 
and Scandinavian ports lor a con- 
siderable period thereafter. 


"At first Greenland was an inde- 


pendent country," he said, "but was 
taken over by Norway in 1261. At 
that time the king of Norway prom- 
ised to send a ves«el to Greenland 
each year. This practice, however, 
soon lapsed and many years pasied 
through which the colony was en- 
tirely neglected. 


"It was not until 1341 that Ivar 


Bardson, a capable Norwegian 
priest, was sent westward to learn 
the condition of the Greenlanders. 
He found the eastern Greenland set- 
tlement flourishing under the direc- 
tion of Bishop Arne," Brewer went 
on to say, "but a year later he found 
the great western settlement com- 
pletely deserted. Here he reported 
finding cattle and sheep in the fields 
\vhich could not have wintered in 
the open, giving rise to the assump- 
tion that the Norse-Greenlander had 
van-'ihed shortly before his arrival." 


Studied Iroquois Emblem. 


The key to the mystery, which 


Brewer said has been one of the 
most baffling encountered by histo- 
rians, was discoverad through his 
study of the ancient national em- 
blem of the Iroquois nation. 


The Mohawk emblem, he pointed 


out, is in the form of a fircsteel, 
which is used to strike sparks from 
flint, and is of a type which experti 
»gn»L is not only Scandinavian in 
design, but typically Norwegian of 
the Viking age. 


Further studies. Brewer said, dis- 


closed "unmistakable Norse de- 
signs" in the decoration of Iroquois 
pottery and ultimately to the reali- 
zation that New York state's early 
Eskimo-like culture, long a puzzle 
to archeologists, is "definitely of 
Greenland-Norj* origin."

\arious cities no league can re- 
ceive a sanction unless it guaran- 
tees an entry of 60 per cent of 
its teams in the annual tourna- 
ment. We have never invoked 
that rule here." 


Keresman indicated that there 


had been some squawks in regard 
to the small prize fund but he 
had an answer to that one. 


"Some of the bowlers are 
in- 


clined to feel that the prize list 
ih far too small. While that is 
true in a sense, we have received 
very definite indications that very 
lew bowlers will pay more than 
the nominal dollar entry fee that 
we charge. 


"Under the A. B. C. rules city 


associations can charge up to 
S3.75 for an event, but we have 
never attempted to impose such 
prices on the local keglers. VVe 
feel that a dollar an entry is 
within reasonable 
distance of 


their pocketbopks. 
At the same 


time the association is keenly dis- 
appointed with the slow reaction. 


"If 
the association 
charged 


more than a dollar per entry the 
prize fund would be correspond- 
ingly larger but until we have 
definite assurance the bowlers are 
willing to pay more than a dollar, 
we must go along at our present 
scale." 


Entries originally were sched- 


uled to close on Thursday, March 
30, at midnight, but unless there 
is a sharp upturn the 
deadline 


will be deferred.
